This year persons failing to report Mutual Fund Shares and all other securities 
owned will he subject to assessment on the same for five (5) previous years, with 
tax plus 12% penalty. The Commissioners will assess only those funds and securi­ 
ties made taxable under the law. 


lf you did not receive forms, same may be obtained at the office of the Adams County Commissioners or any 
Adams County bank, lf you are in doubt as to the taxability of securities or other personalty or desire as­ 
sistance in the preparation of your return, communicate with the deputy clerk of the Adams County Com­ 
missioners. 


Any person who willfully refuses or fails to file a return as required by law shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and may be subject to fine or imprisonment, as set forth in the aforesaid acts.
